It shal also 
take over any liabilities and assets which may exist with 
the Indian Council of Agricultural Research on the date 
when the Committee starts functioning . 

S A meeting of those , who constitute the Committee , 
will be convened as soon as possible after preliminary 
arrangements have been made to consider the terms of 
the Memorandum of Association and the Rules and 
Regulations which have to be filed with the Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies . These Rules and Regulations 
and any nodifications which may be subsequently made 
therein shall be subject to the approval of the Govern 
ment of India .
